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Tips On 


Winter Driving 


by Bill Sherwood 


Now that winter is upon us 
and apparently here to stay, 
many people are panic- 
stricken, worried, or just 
plain scared to tackle the 
roads of Broome County or 
surrounding counties. True, 
the roadsget bad,but most of 
the time they are passable 
and sometimes easily 
navigated if you stick to 
several principles for winter 
driving. 

Before beginning the list 
of tips for winter driving, one 
should, as in practice, begin 
with the car. The radiator 
should be flushed and have 
antifreeze put into it. Snow 
tires should be mounted, and 
it might help to get the car 
tuned up. 

Number one on the list of 
tips is the word SLOW. One 


should drive slowly as it _ 


allows the tires better 
traction. Spinning tires are 
more likely to cause a 
sideways skid into a ditch 
than to help get the car 
moving forward. Turns 
should be made slowly and 
gently, and one should not 
accelerate until the turn is 
completed and the tires are 
headed in a straight, for- 
ward direction as this will 
also help to prevent a 
sideways skid. Make no 
sudden starts, turns, or 
stops. Stopping slowly allows 
the tires to grip the surface. 
As a rule, SLOWER IS 
SAFER. 

The second major rule is 
to drive ahead of the car,

TRADITIONAL EGGNOG 
10 eggs, separated 
3/4 cup granulated sugar 
4 cups whole milk, 
scalded 
Giant pinch of salt 
1 cup whipped cream 
3/4 cup Brandy 
Grated nutmeg to taste 
In the top of a double 
boiler, beat the 10 egg 
yolks. Blend in 1/2 cup of 
sugar and stir in the scalded 
milk. Cook over hot water 
until the mixture is thick. 
Now add salt to 10 egg 
whites and beat until they 
peak and are stiff. Mix the 
remaining 1/4 cup of sugar 
into the egg whites and fold 
the whites into the egg yolk 
mixture. When mixed fold 
in the whipped cream, add 
the brandy and chill for 
three hours. When you are 
ready to serve, pour the 
eggnog into a chilled punch 
bowl. Top with freshly 
grated nutmeg. This recipe 
will make 20 punch-cup 
servings. 


that is, anticipate! Con- 
centrate on what you have to 
do before you get to the point 
where you have to do it. For 
example, slow well before 
red lights and stop signs; 
leave extra room between 
your car and the car in front 
of you when you stop (in case 
he has to rock his car to get it 
to go forward); plan turns 
and slow well in advance. 
Anticipate and drive to stay 
alive. 

Third, use the brakes only 
when they are absolutely 
necessary, and, if possible, 
don’t use them at all. 
Braking locks the tires and 
could cause the car to skid 
and you would lose control of 
the car. If you must use the 
brakes, pump the brakes 
gently. When it is slippery, 
sudden or hard braking will 
only cause a skid or slide. 

Stay towards the middle or 
the cleared part of the road. 
Driving along the edge 
(unless that happens to be 
the cleared part of the road) 
could mean that, if you do 
start to skid, you will have 
less time and space to 
correct the skid and stay on 
the road. Do not pass if you 
don’t have to. Pulling into an 
unplowed and-or unsanded 
lane is not only dangerous 
but stupid. Do not pass and 
stay in the cleared lane. 

If you do get into a skid, 
steer into (with) the skid and 
that should straighten the 
car and allow you to retain 
control. However, if you 
oversteer, you will go intoa 
counter-skid towards the 


other side of the road and 
have to steer to get out of 
that skid. As soon as you feel 
a skid begin, take your foot 
off the gas pedal and DO 
NOT BRAKE! Braking 
would only serve to lock the 
wheels and cause you to 
have even less control over 
the car, es 

If ever there was a phrase 
invented to fit winter 
driving, it would be ‘“‘Drive 
defensively - watch out for 
the other guy.’’ Corny? 
Maybe, but remember that 
the other guy may not 
possess the knowledge of 
winter driving that you do, 
and he may skid right into 
your path. Also remember 
that not only are other 
drivers your potential 
enemies, the snow and ice 
are also against you. Watch 
the road for slick spots and 
potential danger areas. ©

remedial center serve the ' 


students by sectioning off 
classrooms and _ offering 
small module courses _ in 
learning skills. Slight 
changes will be made before 
the Spring term, and the 
courses may be offered in 
March. 

A wall will divide the 
center and two partitions 
will section off three 
classrooms in each. Ed 
Dougherty is heading. the 
planned improvements in 
the Library. 

Courses in the Reading 
Center which have been 
proposed are '» credit 
programs of three classes - 
for three weeks. Members of 
the Centers feel that small 
group modules of fiteen or so 
will enable them to assist 
students efficiently in group 
and individual instruction. 
Students will have the op- 
portunity to utilize their 
skills in their own study 
needs. 

In the area of reading, the 
Reading Center forsees 
longer, more inclusive 
courses students in skills 
which are for college level 
studies. Program RDG 200 
which is presently offered 
will be split into two courses 
of RDG 110 Rapid Reading 
and RDG 111 Speed Reading.

Last Sunday, our minister

‘“‘soaps,’’ dramas, and 
commercials are as familiar 
as our friends, and perhaps 
more familiar than the so- 
called real. world. 

Unfortunately, for us TV 
addicts, in an effort to gain 
or maintain advertising 
revenue, commercial 
television networks tend to 
pay less attention to the 
quality of their program- 
ming than to the magical 


Nielsen’s ratings. Some 
shows like ‘‘Roots’’ and 
“Sixty Minutes’? are 


designed in a sincere at- 
tempt to achieve quality 
programming on a subject. 


Others—Like ‘‘Blansky’s 
Beauties,”’ ‘‘The Incredible 
Hulk.’’ and  ‘‘Wonder 
.Woman,”’ tend not to be 


quality anything. y 

It’s unusual in the 
television medium to find 
brilliant quality in  per- 
formance or newscasting. 
It’s more unusual to. see 
displays of brilliance on 
television consistently for 
over fourteen years. 

One person in_ this 
category is the ‘‘jutting 
jaw,”’ gray haired. com- 
mentator who with his 
syntax and style stimulates 
our senses, assails our gray 
matter with a fair, learned, 
if not always agreeable 
analysis of the day’s topics 
against thirty-eight years of 
face-to-face news con- 
frontation with the world and 
a knowledge of civilized man 
through history: Mr. Eric 
Sevareid. 

Born in 1912, Sevareid 
spent his early professional 
life working for the New 
York Herald Tribune, and 
the United Press. In 1939 he 
joined the Columbia 
Broadcasting System and 
gained’a personal reporting 
encounter with the war, 
especially the Battle of 
Bratain, subject to a high 
level of journalism by 
mentor Edward R. Murrow. 


Financial Aid at Broome Community 


The need for a_ public 
institution like Broome

Sevareid has since traveled 


throughout the world 
reporting for CBS News. He 
has authored five books and 
many magazine articles.

Legislators, Presidents, and 
Cabinet Secretaries come 
and go but Eric Sevareid is 
always there; emitting 
exordia, pronouncements, 
and sermonettes.” 

A , few “glimpses 
the man’s intellect: 

After Vice-President 
Agnew's (remember ole 
Spiro?) attack on the press, 
Sevareid responded: (You 
Can Hear It Now: The 
Sixties, record, PN 4722.14.) 

“This President had 
carefully | studied _his 
predecessor’s (Johnson) 
credibility gap and un- 
derstood its fatal nature . . . 

I deeply suspect that the 
deepest reason for this 
assault (Agnew on the press) 
had to do with that. What 
better way to forestall your 
-ewn credibility gap, in ad 
vance, than~ to’ assign — it 
elsewhere. And, if that is so, 
as I believe, it is exceedingly 
clever. But it will not work in 
the long run. In the long run, 
most people will place the 
blame for policies gone 
wrong on those who. make 
the policies not on those who 
report and try to explain 
them.”’ 

(The above statement, 
given in January 1970, came 
four months before the 
Cambodian Incursion, four 
and one half years before 
Nixon’s resignation and 
dishonor. ) 

Speaking on the topic, ‘‘A 
New Kind of Leadership, a 
Revolution of Rising Ex- 
pectations,’’ Sevareid said, 
on April 26, 1974, (reported in 
the June 15, 1974 Vital 
Speeches) 

“Tt may very well be what 
we will live in is a kind of 
twilight existence, another 
world, not secure nor 
seriously insecure, not truly 
affluent, even for middle 
classes, but not poverty 
either, a wearing, irritating, 
vexatious daily life under a 
constant challenge not. to 
heroics and drama but to 


of 


Western New York for IBM. 
The need for financial 
assistance for students is 
greater at community 
colleges than at most four- 
year institutions, Mr. Paul 
stated. 
He pointed out that 
community colleges 
traditionally, enroll more 
students from low income 


families, that BCC’s open — 


admissions policy gives 
more students a chance for 
a college education and 
hence increases the number 


of students needing financial 


aid, and community colleges 
are attracting more older 


om 
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patience and moral stamina, 
self-denial. It’s going to be 
fascinating to see whether 
an economic system based 
on perpetual growth and 
bigger units can change its 
habits, its philosophy and 
still function well, and 
whether a consuming society 
can teach itself to consume 
less and remain a _ civil 
society, still leaving the 
social virtues room for 
existence. It seems clear 
now that the terms of 
material existence in this 
globe are rapidly changing 
for this country as well as 
others, that -we’re fairly 
surely going to go over a long 
stretch to allocations of 
various kinds and rationings 
and measures of austerity. 

The Greeks said a long 
time ago that the good life 
personal or collective is not 
possible in the absence of 
moderation. Well, civilized 
life in this country began in 


simplicity, indeed daily lives _, 


as short a while ago as say, 
Lincoln’s time, was more 
like the life of ancient China, 
than like the life of today. We 
can’t go back to that. But we 
can, most of us, live a lot 
more simply than we do. I 
think we’re going to have to 
try, and in the trying, not 
freeze the poor into place. 
And in trying, we’ll have to 
discover what manner of 
people we are, how civilized 
this American civilization 
really is.” 

(This speech was 
delivered three years before 
President Carter’s Energy 
Plan.) 

Finally, in the new in 
troduction to his re-released 
book, Not So Wild A Dream 
PN 4874 .S43 A3 1976, 
Sevareid wrote: 

“T accept the formula that 
what men need and must 
have are three things: 
security, identity and 
stimulation, and not always 
in that order. These three

expression and yet must be 
contained. In this lies the 
secret of the good lifeand the 


good society. It isa matter of - 


balance. Man himself is a 
precarious 
love and te, generosity 
and selfishness, 
peaceableness and 
aggressiveness. He is not 
perfectable but he is im- 
provable, and nothing in his 
history or his nature obliges 
one to abandon belief in him. 

Mine has been a 
frightening and_ enthralling 
time of youth and middle 
age. The scriptures say that 
the glory of the young men 
is their strength and the 
beauty of the old men is in 
their grey hair. The meaning 
is that there is a beauty in 
wisdom. Surely, the search 
for it is worth the costs of old 
age. One asks that courage 
will not diminish too much, 
for it is courage that makes 
the other virtues possible. 
One_asks not only for the 
courage of his convictions 
but for the courage of his 
doubts in a* world of 
dangerously passionate 
certainties.” 

On November 30, 1977, 
Eric Sevareid, at the no-so- 
old age of 65 years, retired 
from. his evening visits to 
sixty million living rooms— 
the “CBS Evening News 


- With Walter Cronkite.”’
